Washington and the Capitol were striving to 
get as far apart as they could, and were set 
at opposit ends of Penrsyivania avenue, and 
I should say that the hall was nearly 450 feet 
long by 100 feet wide.

Barnum conspicuously. Gen. Brice and 
Daniel Dougherty got little cheers. 
Suddenly a delegate leaped upon a chair 
and puta red bandana handkerchief upon 
the brass-headed pole of his delegation’s 
bpannerets. The audience replied by a 
scream. One by one adventurous men 
in different delegations did the same 
tii. the nearly forty poles were 
araped in bandanas, a few States still 
still sticking out, but the accessions of these 
slowly gave rise to louder cheers, and it was 
seen that the choice of the convention was 
beyond recall. The band played an operatic 
overture of Semiramide all this time. It 
was seen that seventeen States had delivered 
for Thurman. 
On one pole a gray hat was defiantly 
placed—Indiana; on another a black hat— 
Illinois; and this was the size of the Gray 
and Black booms. Dick Bright, the partner 
of McDénald, who had fought Mr. Gray, 
looked with well-bred suavity upon the one 
gray hat. 
It was getting half-past 12 o’clock when a 
fife began to give The Wearing of the 
Green.“ Then a thin, black-haired minister 
in business suit stepped forth and made a 
‘praver. He was Bishop Granberry of the 
Methodist Episcopa! Southern Church. Many 
of the delegations and some spectators stood 
during the bnef, hardly-heard praying. 
Secretary Prince began to read the names 
of the officers of the convention. A thin, 
white-mustached-man tike Gen. Banks—M. 
M. Barnum—motioned Lieut.-Gov. White of 
California, who was escorted to the platform 
to be Temporary Chairman by Calvin Brice 
and Senator Gorman. Mr. White read 
his speech in such loud tones that 
“the galleries applauded. He was a stout, 
“broad, square-headed man, with a thick, dark 
beard. California was acquired under 
Democratic rule“ made a yell of manifest 
destiny break forth. At the first mention of 
the words Grover Cleveland a loud cheer 
broke outand many in the delegations rose 
and waved their hats—Pennsyivania in a 
body—but the clear majority of the delegates 
kept their seats and the applause was soon 
quieted. At Mr. White’s use of the phrase, 
„It is necessary to reform the tariff,” there 
were strong efforts to get a great cheer, but 
it was irregular and not general. People 
preferred to listen.

A decided roar of applause greeted the 
name of Henry Watterson. Nearly as much 
attended the name of Gorman of Maryland. 

Thurman colors were now seen to be car- 
ried on the banners of Pennsylvania, Virgin- 
ia, West Virginia, Ohio, Nevada, New Hamp- 
shire, California, Mississippi, Arkansas, and 
Florida, but not New York. Names little 
cheered were Leon Abbett, Lewis C. Cassi- 
dy, Mayor Chapin, and Edward Cooper. Da- 
kota was excluded from temporary partici- 
pation for having a contest. 

Nothing was considered now but provid- 
ing séats for the visiting clubs. Ohio 
charged that St. Louis had hogged 4,000 and 
kept the outside ciubs out of the show. The 
Chairman was getting into a tight p'ace, 
when Gov. Abbett, of New Jersey, with his 
powerful voice and energetic manner, in- 
formed the clubs that they were no better 
than any other Democrats. Having nothing 
important to do, the convention was making 
the most of trivialities. Roswell Flower, 
the old competitor of Cleveland, introduced 
4 resolution to adjourn, and was greeted 
with very general appiause. Abbétt changed 
the hour, to the manifest approval of the 
convention, from 12 o’clock to 10. Every- 
body began to go out before being dis- 
missed—the effect of too big halls—and so 
closed the first day. 


The nomination of Thurman is now felt by 
the convention to be more than ever neces- 
sary in order that the old-timers, especially 
in the doubtful and border States, may re- 
member the times of Democratic poverty, 
when it was the forlorn hope to contend for 
their organization and principles in Con- 
When it was apparentiy settled Mon- 
day night that Thurman would go through 
mystery descended upon that portion of the 
convention which wanted a cause g.ven. 
The explanation was presently made and cir- 
culated that the new law which has been 
passed making the Secretary of State the 
President’s successor in case the Vice-Presi- 
dent also dies was accidently being hypothe- 
ated upon, and that Mr. Bayard would be 
certainly the President’s successor with- 
out any popular convention or election. Gov. 
Bishop of Ohio, who is in the delegation here, 
said to me rather reluctantly: There proba- 
bly neVer was a State delegation in the fix 
we arein here. Weare put in the attitude 
of éither supporting Gov. Thurman without 
a word, or of appearing to do the ungracious 
act of opposing him. We all like him, and I 
have been twice in his favor for President. 
It seems certain that he is going to be nom- 
inated, but I would hke to know from what 
source came that demand without any 
further inquiry or inquest into the facts 
which bear on patriotism as well as upon 
party. Judge Thurman will never be able to 
„ as the presiding 
officer of the Senate. In addition to be- 
ing an infirm man, who sometimes has to be 
assisted by the strength of others to go out of 
court or to go home, he will be 80 years old 
when his term is over. There is hardly any 
probability that he would be able take the 
Presidential office in the event of the Presi- 
dent’s death. Instead of asking this ques- 
tion of us and taking security by the fore- 


lock the pressure from somewhere or from 


éverywhere demands Thurman, and Onio 
will simply have to be still and vote yes; be- 
cause we have loved the old man not less 
than we love the Democratic party: The 
consequences, however, if he is elected, will 
soon be apparent, and therefore if we can- 
not speak aloud we can make our protest 


among ourselves and to the few persons who 


come to ask us what todo. Iam for Thur- 
man, but I wish Thurman was Thurman as 
he used to be.“ 


It may be said that Thurman became strong 
at Washington as the Vice- Presidential can- 
didate because of the knowledge there that 
he was infirm and tottering and of habits ir- 
regular, Hitherto conventions in choosing a 
Vice-President have had direct reference to 
his serving as the President’s successor. 
But now the Vice-President is put on the 
ticket to conciliate a pathetic element in the 
party, without any idea that he will contin- 
uously preside over the Senate, or that in the 
Presidential office could give anything like 
the attention to details which Mr. Cleveland 
has assiduously paid. Under old conditions 
the President of the Senate in the death of 
the Vice-President became the Executive 
quantity. A step has surely been taken, 
whether wisely or not, to put the Executive 
will in force for four years though the Presi- 
dent and Vice-President should both die. 
But that will, however it may be argued as 
derivative, is to all intents the wilt of another 
person; and the whole personality of gov- 
ernments change when, from a ministership, 
aregent, or protector, sovereign power is 
brought up and exercised. In short, the Na- 
tional Convention here would seem to mark 
the decay of the convention power hereafter 
in the entire land. 


The curious attitude of the New York dele- 
gation leaked out Monday when some of its 
chiefs admitted that Don Dickinson of Michi- 
gan was their choice underneath Thurman; 
and that if they could by any means get 
Dickinson instead of Thurman they would go 


for him. It is not altogether improbable that 


the executive counsels have heard something 
about Judge Thurman’s physical condition 
and are willing to trim towards the facts. 


The next point about the convention has 
been the attempt of the Morrison men to 
force it to their wishes under the insinua- 
tion that the President will punish whoever 
seems to sit down upon his policy. There is 
no element here which has any idea of de- 
feating Cleveland’s nomination. But there 
does exist in the convention an apprehension 
that it is making some mistakes of a grave 
character which are inspired from a source 
it does not know. Gen. Brice, however, rep- 
resents the convention when he says, The 
campaign is going to be fought upon the Pres- 
ident’s December message and the Mills bill 
as it was originally introduced.“ 


One of the causes of Thurman’s greatness 
here is the generally inferior character of 
men brought against him. The Gray move- 
ment has been managed in a mule-buying 
way. Gray’s picture, which is no great like- 
ness of an Adonis, has been mounted up in 
the hotels, and boys have been going around 
in pepper-and-sait high hats shouting, ‘* Gray, 
Gray, Gray,“ as if one word said a great 
many times could affect conventions. The 
Black movement and Stevenson movement 
have been regarded as the vaulting ambition 
of subordinates in the bureaus and divisions 
of the Executive Department, chiefly valua- 
ble to their posterity, who will muse over 
the historical incident that these persons 
were almost President of the United States. 
Mr. Stevenson is spoken of as a man who 
obliges the Senators and Congressmen with 
plenty of fourth-class post-offices, but here 
he is with hardly a fourth-class Vice-Presi- 
dential opportunity. Mr. Black has the 
mighty doing of the pension province, which 
extends everywhere, but nobody is able to 
pay off the obligation to him. From some- 
where and somehow but by no way that is 
known the name of Thurman was broached 
here, and the whole congregation fell down 
as if the host had been raised in a cathedral 
and all the good communicants knew just 


what it meant. There seems to be much 
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‘SALOONKEEPERS’ BOYCOTT 


AIMED AT FIRMS SIGNING THE 8UN- 


VAY-CLOSING PETITIONS, 


The Saloon Men Organize an Extensive 
Plan of Campaigu—Ald. Horner’s Store 
Specially Attacked—The Little Grocer 
Warned Not to Deal with Obnoxious 
Firms — Dry Goods, Hardware, and 
‘Other Establishments Also to Be Boy- 
cotted. 


The saloonkeepers have not been slow to 
reply to the indignation meetings and peti- 
tions of the citizens in favor of the Hamline 
and similar ordinances. Every Aiderman 
who voted in favor of that ordinance has 
been singled out for vengeance; every busi- 
ness-man whose name was appended to the 
petition in favor of Sunday-closing has been 
marked for retaliation. A wholesale boycott 
is to be established which shall make 
previous attempts in that line sink into insig- 
nificance. The boycott is to be directed 
against dry-goods firms, grocery houses, 
dealers in hardware, Mots and shoes, paints, 
in fact nearly every staple commodity. 
Every saloonkeeper in the city is expected 
to lend a hand to the crusade, and for that 
purpose the whole city is divided into sec- 
tions, each embracing a certain number of 
stores within acertain distance of a saloon. 
A card has been distributed among the 
saloons and instructions left with tae saloon- 
keeper to have it displayed in a conspicuous 
place. It reads as follows:

The advice to read and remember“ is 
printed in Enghsh and German. 

The modus operandi of the saloonkeeper 
who receives this gratuitous advertisement 
of some of the leading business houses in the 
city is as follows: He first calls the atten- 
tion.of all his regular patrons, frequenters of 
his saloon, to the card, and urges upon them 
the necessity of working in concert with the 
gang if they wish to 
Sunday giass of beer. His argumeht is 
backed up witha few free drinks, and he 
leaves the moral to be drawn by the custom- 
er’s fertile imagination. He next visits the 
nearest grocery store, where the saloon- 
keeper’s trade cuts a considerable figure 
in the week, and ascertains where 
the groceryman buys his stock. Should 
he find that one of the  Obiack- 
usted wholesale houses is selling to his 
groceryman, be threatens to withdraw his 
custom unless he patronizes a friendly jobber. 
In like manner the other stores in the neigh- 
borhood are visited either by the saloon- 
keeper himself or one of his lieutenants. 

A reporter called yesterday at the store of 
Messrs. Horner Bros. on West Randolph 
street to ledrn what effect the circular had 
had upon their trade. Mr. Isaac Horner had 
gone to St. Louis, but his brother was seen, 
and in reply to inquiries said: 

„We have had several of our customers 
calling to complain of the threatened boycott. 
They tell us that when our delivery wagon 
is seen at the door of a grocery store the 
saloonkeeper or some one evidently acting 
for him will call around directiy afterwards 
and threaten to quit trading at the store if 
the groceryman don’t cease buying of us.“ 

“Has it had any effect on your trade!“ 
asked the reporter. 

Not so far. You see, they have included 
so many firms that the average retail dealer 
can’t help trading with some of them. It’s 
all a fizzle and I tell our customers to pay no 
heed to it. : 

“They came to my store,’ said a North 
Side grocer, and warned me to trade eise- 
where or I should forfeit their trade. I told 
them to mind their own business and if they 
didn’t choose to trade with me to go where 
they pleased. I wouldn’t stand any inter- 
ference.”’

So far I 
have not perceived any falling off in this 
trade, not to speak of regular grocers being 


intimidated into trading elsewhere.“ 


The circular had not been heard of at Hib- 
bard, Spencer, Bartlett & Co.’s, and its ef- 
fect, if any, on their city trade was so slight 
as to be quite unnoticeabie. “If these men,” 
said Mr. Hibbard, “think they can scare me 
they are vastly mistaken. Any customer of 
ours who feels he might injure himself by 
trading with usis perfectly at liberty to go 
elsewhere.“ 

The circular shown by Tur Triscunxe re- 
porter was the first that Mr. William Hoyt 
had seen or heard about the matter. He 
smiled when asked if it had affected his city 
trade any. I guess not,“ he replied, “‘ and 
I don’t suppose it wili hurt anybody except 
the people who originated it. For myself I 
have not tne slightest objection to being 
boycotted. The little loss from sucha source 
is more than compensated by the gain, and a 
business-man cannot ask for a better adver- 
tisement than to be boycotted, especially 
such a boycott as this seems to be.“

Business in an OUnsettled Condition — An 
Order Expected Today. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 5.—[{Special.]—The

On account of the election of three new 
Judges the business of the court seems to be 
in a somewhat unsettled condition, and it is 
expected an order will be made in the morn- 
ing respecting it. There ‘is an impression 
that the docket will not be called till the new 
Judges are qualified, which will be ten to 
twelve days yet, at least. The law requires 
the vote to be canvassed within twenty days 
after the election, in the presence of the 
Governor, by the Secretary of State, the 
Auditor, the State Treasurer, and the At- 
torney-General, or any two of them, and it 
is doubted if the vote will all be received 
here much earlier than June 16. Judges 
Mulkey and Magruder are expected in the 
morning, but Judge Sheldon will not be here 
at all. He leaves during the week for a 
trip to Europe. There is uncertainty also 
about the status of the Appellate Court. 
The election of Monday affects at least two of 
the Judges assigned to Appellate Court duty, 
and there is some question, .as the law 
stands, whether the rest of them are author- 
ized to act until reassigned. It is surmised 
that the Supreme Court will now wait till its 
new members are qualified before maxing 
the new Appellate Court assignments. The 
May term of the Appellate Court in the 
Third District took a recess some days ago to 
June 19, probably in view of the contingency 
just referred to. The supposition is that, 
unless the Supreme Court makes a different 
order tomorrow morning, but little will be 
done beyond conference work on cases al- 
ready submitted until the canvass of the 
vote and the qualification of the Judges 
elected Monday. It is said the newly-elected 
Supreme Court Justices will be invited to 
come here before the end of the week to 
meet with the present members of the 


court. 
NO MORE TELEPHONES IN ST. LOUIS. 


The Bell Company Refuses to Accept the 
Redaction of Tolls. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., June 5.— [Special.] — St. 
Louis is threatened with a telephone boy- 
cott. A few months ago the Municipal As- 
sembly passed an ordinance making it a mis- 
demeanor for any telephone company to 
charge more than $50 a year for the use of 
an instrument. As the Bell charges were 
$100 a year, this meant war right off. The 
company was made a defendant under the 
ordinance last week and fined $300 for ex- 
orbitant charges. Today the local board of 
directors of the Bell company met and re- 
solved to make no more contracts in St. 
Louis until the constitutionality of the ordi- 
nance could be settled. As this may take 


several years, there is a prospect of the dis- 
continuance of the telephone service.

A CHILD'S PITIFUL TALE. 


HE ACCUSES A MAN OF HAVING 
GOUGED HIs EYE OUT. 


John O'Toole Arrested and Held by the 
Police on a Charge Made by an 11- 
Year-Old _Boy—The Little Fellow 
Threatened with Loss of Sight— What 
the Police fay of the Prisoner — The 
Allegation Denied by the Captive. 


Wheeler Earle, 11 years old, is lying in a 
darkened room writhing in agony and chreat- 
ened with blindness, and he says his injuries 
were deliberately inflicted by John O’Toole, 
who lives with his mother as her husband. 
The police claim to know O'Toole, and wey 
say he is cruel and a drunkard. The boy 
charges the man with having gouged his 
eyes until they have swollen to three times 
their normal size, and all because the lad’s 
mother sent him to a barrel-house to bring 
the drunken manhome. The story told by 
the police is one of the ill- usage of a mother 
and her children who strove to be honest 
and met the blows of a drunkara. Five or 
six years ago Mrs. Saran Earle, a delicate- 
looking widow, showed an attachment for 
one of her boarders, John O’Toole, 
and, it is said, began living with 
him. She had four children by a former 
husband—a boy of 22, a girl of 19, another 
boy of 6, and Wheeler, the injured boy. By 
O’Toole she has a child 4 years old. From 


172 West Jackson street O’Toole, it is 
Claimed, has refused to support her. She 
kept the family with money earned 
from roomers. O’Toole worked now and 
then as a teamster, but, it is said, did not 
turn over any of his earnings to his wife, 
spending them all in saloons. The police say 
of him that his cruel nature often asserted 
itselt. His wife was beaten black and blue, 
and all the chilaren showed marks of ill- 
usage. The eldest boy left home, and the 
girl, driven away by ill- usage, entered upon 
n life of shame. All of the children were 
pretty, and the younger ones bright and in- 
‘telligent. Mrs. Earle sometimes sent Wheeler 
to saloons to bring O’Toole home. A 
great deal of the latter's time was 
spent in the notorious “ House of Blazes,” 
closed some time ago by the police. About 
two months ago Wheeler caught cold in his 
eyes and was taken to the Eye Infirmary on 
West Jackson street. He soon improved, 
but while in a convalescent condition was 
one evening sent after his stepfather. He 
found him in his usual condition, and brought 
him home. Here O’Toole grasped the boy in 
a vicious manner, and, holding him between 
his knees, inserted his forefinger and thumb 
in the corners of the lad’s right eye and, ac- 
cording to the boy’s story, gouged that mem- 
ber until it hung over his cheek. He then re- 
leased him. Dr. J. K. Adams attended the boy, 
but was not told the cause of the injury and 
gave itas his opinion that the child would 
loge hissight. Yesterday his condition be- 
came soserious that the mother swore outa 
warrant and had her husband arrested.

THE REPUDIATED BONDS OF THE SOUTH. 


A Plan Proposed Looking to Their Redemp- 
tion. 

New York, June 5.—Every effort is being 
made to have those of the Southern States 
which repudiated their bonds redeem them. 
A letter has been sent to Gov. Scales of 
North Carolina in behalf of Morton, Bliss & 
Co., who hold $6,500,000 worth (face value) 
of the unredeemed and repudiated bonds of 
that State, suggesting a plan to bring a re- 
demption to all these bonds of the Southern 
States. The letter, after stating that it is 
written in behaif of holders of North Caro- 
lina special-tax bonds, recalis the meeting in 
New York after the war, which effected a 
basis of settlement of the various obliga- 
tions, resulting in large investments subse- 
quently in that section. 

The letter suggests that the Governor of 
each defaulting State send a representative 
to New Vork to meet a representative ot the 
bondhoiders, and thas the President be asked 
to appointa delegate to represent the hold- 
ings of the United States; that a board of 
arbitration be chosen to award fair terms 
for refunding, subject to approval by the 
States interested.

Second — The present order of downward 
progress may continue and death result from 

radual exhaustion and contamination of 
Blood from imperfect purification, after 
some weeks. 

“Third—A sudden termination from the 
heart failure, or from one or two other fatal 
complications difficult to explain, may mark 
the close.

The valuable Cocoanut Tree. 

“A full-grown cocoanut tree will mature from 
sixty to one hundred: nuts annually.” said a 
Washington market dealer. “In reality the co- 
coanut tree is one of the most valuable trees in 
the world. nearly every part of it being 2 
to man. The natives eat the young roots 
also weave them. into baskets. The tender 
leaves are cooked like cabbage and the old 
leaves are made into cloth, huts, baskets, fans, 
lanterns, etc. It is also used for bedding, for 
thateching roofs, for fishing nets, even for 
writing paper. The magnificent trunk of the tree 
‘urnishes canoes, house-posts, and fences. The 
ribs of the leaves are so strong that they make 
excellent paddies for boats, srrows. com bs, 
torches, and no end of otner useful things. 
Whea the wood is burned it makes the best 
potash for soap. By a peculiar process of fer- 
mentation, good vinegar can be obtained from 
it, and also a fair kind of sugar. The name of 
the fruit is derived from the Portuguese word 
cocoa and the English word nut. Cocoa means 
‘an ugly mask,’ and is said to have been given 
because the end of a cocoanut looks like a mon- 
key’s face. Last year 360,000 cocoanuts were 
brought to this market, the average ae 
price being four cents apiece. It is =

JUDGE GRESHAM AND THE “Q” STRIKE. 

One of the most conspicuous and charac- 
teristic services rendered by Juage Gresham 
since going on the bench was in dealing with 
the great strike of the enginemen on the Bur- 
lington Road in March last. The controversy 
had assumed an angry, menacing form when 
brought before Judge Gresham. On one 
side was one of the greatest railroad corpora- 
tions in the country, with shrewd, deter- 
mined, and sagacious officers, and on the 
other the most intelligent. and powerful 
labor organization in the United States if not 
in the world, acting pursuant to a keen- | 
sighted, resolute leadership. The battle be- 
tween these giants threatened a blockade or 
suspension of the entire railroad commerce 
and traffic of the West if not of the whole 
Union. Both sides were Highly exasperated 
and determined to seize every advantage the 
law would permit, and one was eager to use 
even the courts of the United States as an 
instrumentality to secure a victory over its 
adversary. 

In the opinion of many impartial and in- 
telligent observers Judge Gresham was pre- 
sented an insolvable difficulty when he was 
asked to order the Wabash Road to inter- 
change traffic with the Burlington and to 
proceed against Chief Engineer Arthur for 
contempt of court. An indiscreet Judge 
harshly applymg the law could have precipi- 
tated a public calamity and caused all the 
railroads of the West to be taed up. The 
boycotting of all roads exchanging freight 
with the Burlington was a part of the policy 
of the strikers, and yet it seemed clear be- 
yond question ste the law required Judge 


Gresham to isse such orders relating to 
interchange of freight as would certainly 
extend the strike over all the Western and 
Eastern and some of the Southern roads. 
The Inter-State act imperatively required the 
interchange of freight, and the court must so 
order, but the moment this was done it 
seemed inevitable that ail the engineers 
throughout the West and perhaps in every 
section of the country would leave their en- 
gines. If so, it would be impossible to supply 
their places, and railway traffic would be 
brought to a standstill, with an enormous re- 
sulting damage to the business of the coun- 
try. In this situation some of the Western 
courts had gone to the extent of issuing in- 
junctions that apparently required enginemen 


to continue at work against their will, and 


if this course had been followed by Judge 
Gresham the strike would certainly have 
been extended at once all over the Nation 
and waged with ten-fold bitterness. 

When the application for the order against 
the Wabash and for the punishment of Chief 
Arthur was presented to Judge Gresham he 
went right to the core of the matter, and, to 
the surprise of the public, succeeded ,in 
making a ruling so just, fair, and impartial 
that both sides could ao nothing but accept 
and respect it. The Judge found that the 
Inter-State Commerce law imperatively re- 
quired the roads to oxchange trale, and so 
declared. Inasmuch, however, as the Wa- 
bash was then taking Burlington freight the 
Judge refused to go behind that action and 
bring the engineers into court on account of 
a prior boycotting order that had been re- 
scinded. The counsel for the Burlington 
Road were eager to start ings for 
contempt against Chief Arthur for past in- 
terferences, and were not fully satisfied 
with the declaration of the court that all 
connecting roads must exchange freight on 
equal terms in the future. Judge Gresham 
saw this purpose at once, and interrupted 
the attorneys, saying: You want, in effect, 
to stand as representatives of the Wabash in 
the hands of the receiver, who is an officer 
of this court, and ask the court to punish 
This 
the Judge properly refused todo. Without 
tear or favor he accorded the Burlington Com- 
pany the rights justly due it under the law, 
and no more. 

Explaining his views of what the law re- 
quired Judge Gresham without making any 
formal decision passed the application on file, 
to remain there for future action in case it 
became necessary. Fortunately no further 
action was reauired. The Judge’s statement 
of the law wasso clear and dispassionate 
that the engineers and the Burlington offi- 
cials both accepted it without a protest. 

Mr. Sullivan, counsel for the engineers, 
statea that the views announced by Judge 
Gresham were precisely in line with the 
principles of the brotherhood, and that his 
suggestions would receive the cheerful and 
implicit obedience of the strikers. Such 
proved to be the fact. Without straining 
the law one jot, according the company all 
its rights under the law and at the same 
time permitting no harsh dealing with the 
strikers, Judge Gresham by his. admirable 
course averted the threatened general tie-up 
and left the contestants to determine their 
controversy by such legitimate means as 
they could command. 

Judge Gresham’s course in the matter of 
the Burlington strike showed the genius of 
common sense—the power to meet a grave 
emergency in u manner so just and dispas- 
sionate it commanded the assent of all rea- 
sonable men. He applied the Inter-State 
law faithfully but with a judgment tempered 
with moderation and discretion. As much 
in this matter of the Burlington strike as in 
any other act of his life Judge Gresham 
showed his fidelity to the law justly applied, 
his love of substantial justice and fair deal- 
ing, and his. power to meet and solve quickly 
an alarming difficulty. 


THE ROUT OF BOULANGER. 

The fears which the success of Boulanger 
at the polls aroused have disappeared before 
his tour through the northern provinces; 
and the rejection of his motion for an imme- 
diate revision of the Constitution is so em- 
phatic, the vote being two to one, that his 
career as a serious disturber of the peace of 
France would seem to have reached an end. 
The reports of his touring after being elected 
to the Chamber of Deputies indicate that his 
popularity with the people had been grossly 
exaggerated, the Paris specials to the Lon- 
don press being always written up pictur- 
esquely to suit the British dislike of Repub- 
lican institutions. Instead of receiving 
everywhere wreaths, cheers, addresses of 
welcome and congratulation, his course was 
marked in many piaces by offensive demon- 
strations, caricatures of himself, and still 
more offensive projectiles being thrown at 
his carriage, while hisses were in nearly 
every stopping point intermingled with ac- 
ciamations. | 

There is no doubt that the French Consti- 


| tution is in need of revision. It would be 


marvelous if it were not. We have been 


running our own Republic mach longer than 
France hers, yet our Constitution is in sore 


need of revision which we are unable to 
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tunity to do so has deen contmu- 
ous. France has had problems to deal with 
more perplexing than any that have em- 
barrassed us. The dangerous and unwise 
connection of Church and State; the Com- 
munistic propaganda, numerous, bold, and 
treacherous; the national debt; fiscal ques- 
tions, involving the departments with the 
national administration; the special gov 

ernment of Paris; rival interests contending 
for mastery in the arrangement of her tariff; 
her army and navy, her colonial posses- 
sions, her antiquated judicature, her constant 
danger along the frontiers, especially in re- 
lation to Alsace and Lorraine, have afflicted 
her with burdens which the highest states- 
manship, the most tranquil resoluuon, and 
the firmest prudence have been reguired to 
ponder and adjust. In her efforts to shape a 
Republican destiny out of the ruins of the 
Napoleonic dynasty and the irritating pre- 
tensions of royal claimants she has won the 
sympathy of all lovers of freedom. 

W hile it is undoubtedly true that tne acute 
divisions which mark party lines in the 
Chamber too often reduce the National Leg- 
islature to mere contests for portfolios, as 
Boulanger said, it is to the credit of all par- 
ties that they have consolidated against 
Boulanger in the large majority by which the 
disturbing proposition was rejected. His 
proposals were triune—dissolution, revision, 
Constituent assembly; and if be were able to 
force them in excitement and audacity 
through the Chamber the Executive 
would experience the greatest difii- 
culty in preventing a recurrence of 
the mob visits which in the past 
were precipitated upon French legislative 
bodies to bully them into folly or to disperse 
them by arms if they resisted mob dictation. 
The will of the constituencies upon the 
changes proposed in the Constitution can 
best be ascertained by the regular procedure 
by which such information is secured ‘in 
every country governed by law. Boulanger’s 
mad suggestion that the Presidency be abol- 
ished is only a transparent device for substi- 
tuting a temporary anarchy for the Execu- 
tive, that temporary anarchy to evolve a 
dictatorship, and a dictatorship to eventuate 
in a monarchy. | 

It is manifest that he will have no power 
for potential mischief in the Chamber, and 
the effectual rout of him and his alhes adds 
to the security of Europe. 


THE SUPREME COURT ELECTIONS. 

Nearly complete returns from the election 
in the First Supreme Court District, con- 
sisting of the southern counties of the State, 
show that Judge David J. Baker of Cairo, 
Republican, is elected over Judge Ccnger, 
the Democratic nominee, as the successor of 
Judge Mulkey. The majority is said to be 
1,976. Though the district has always been 
a Democratic one Judge Baker’s election was 
not unexpected. He is a lawyer of acknowl- 
edged ability and of great personal popular- 
ity, while his Democratic opponent failed for 
various reasons to rally the full strength of 
his party and was bitterly opposed by the 
workingmen. 

In the Spriagfield district Judge Scholfield, 
a Democrat, was reélected without opposi- 
tion, Republicans casting as many votes for 
him as Democrats. The compliment has 
been welldeserved Judge Scholfield is emi- 
nent for his legal learning ana judicial im- 
partiality. Judge Wilkin of Danville. who 
has won golden opinions in the circuit over 
which he has presided for a number of years, 
was elected without opposition as Judge 
Scott’s successor in the Bloomington dis- 
trict. Like his predecessor, he is a Repub- 
lican. , 

In the Freeport-Rockford district Judge 
Bailey of the Appeliate Court of the Chi- 
cago district, who was the Republican nomi- 
nee, was elected also withoat opposition. 
The Democratic lawyers and business-men 
of the district were active in his support. 
His election is a source of great satisfaction 
not only in his own district but throughout 
the State. To Chicago people it is especialiy 
gratifying. Judge Bailey has rendered ac- 
ceptable ani distinguished services in this 
district for several years. He stands high 
in the estimation of the bench and bar asa 
broad-minded, well read, and thoroughly- 
trained lawyer and Judge. He will prove a 
valuable addiaon to the Supreme bench. 
His promotion has been well earned. 

The opposition which the Socialistic cranks 
and Anarchistic conspirators threatened to 
the reéiection of Judge Magruder in this 
district did not materialize. The plot was 
detected in time to prevent its consumma- 
tion. The comparatively large vote cast for 
the Judge is a handsome compliment to his 
tried ability and may be taken as an indorse- 
ment of his comparatively brief judicial 
career, which it is not too much to say has 
been exceptionally brilliant. 

The Supreme Court, as the result of Tues- 
day’s election, will be Republican for the 
first time in the history of this Republican 
State. Justices Magruder, Bailey, Wilkin, 
and Baker are Republicans, while Justices 
Scholfield, Shope, and Craig are Democrats. 
The political change in the composition of 
the court, however, will not affect its judicial 
character in the least. In this State it has 
been the aim to keep the judiciary out of 
politics. Itis for this reason that the elec- 
tion of Circuit and Supreme Court Judges is 
heid in June, apart from purely political eloc- 
tions. The new Supreme Court, it may be 
added, is considered among lawyers to be ex- 
ceptionally strong. 
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CONVENTION EXTORTION. 

Ail reports from St. Louis concur in charg- 
ing upon the servants of the delegates extor- 
tion, from hotel rates down to barber chairs. 
Every hour in that dismal and antiquated 
town must fill the strangers with amazement 
oyer the decision of the National Committee 
to hold such an assembly in a place 80 ill- 
suited for its accommodation and so wanting 
in justice and courtesy. The only comfort 
that the victims can derive from their mis- 
fortune is that the business can be made a 
short one; and that another National Com- 
mittee, chosen from among the sufferers, 
will be wiser four years hence. 

The National and local Republican commit- 
tees should profit by the phenomena now 
being presented in St. Louis. While Chica- 
go has ample hotel accommodations, and 
while rates have been Satisfactorily ar- 
ranged in the chief houses, great caution 
should be exercised in regard to the over- 
charging of delegates by others who may 
rely upon comparative obscurity to shieid 
improper conduct. The good name of the 
city, as well as the reputation of the commit- 
tees, is at stake. Every extortion by hostel- 
ry, tradesman, dealer, or servant of the 
guests of the city should, if reported, be 
rigorously examined, and the guilty person 
or persons made known, so that the 
consequences of their misconduct shall 
fall on their on heads. Much injustice will 
be wrought by greed, which is not exclusive- 
ly confined to any section or to any class; 
and the haste, the engagements, and the ne- 
cessities of delegates will be expected to com- 
pel them to submit to annoyance. If it be 
understood in advance that compiaints of 
overcharging will be fearlesly scrutinized 
and the guilty denounced, a check will be 
felt. The duty of making the scrutiny thor- 
ough und impartial is the more imperative be- 
cause, with its increasing hotel accommoda- 
tions and with the completion of the Audito- 


rium, Chicago is necessarily to become the 
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proaching convention. No hotelkeeper, room- 
renter, merchant, or servaht of the public 
can afford to seek a place in it. The cab- 
drivers need a particular caution. The po- 
lice should see that each cab contains the 
printed license bulletin, giving rates and 
distances; and any cabman found violating 
it should be summarily brought before a 
magistrate. Delegates should be furnished 
at their various headquarters with the infor- 
mation necessary to protect them from swin- 
dies by cab and carriage men. 


RAILROAD STOCKS GROWING UNPOPULAR. 

Tuesday’s stock market furnished a good 
illustration of the. uncertainties of invest- 
ment in railroad securities, and ef the gen- 
eral disposition atthe present time to let 
stocks alone and buy bonds which are pro- 
tected by mortgages and other safeguards. 
The preferred stock of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Road declined from 107 
to 10834, recovering only to 1043,. The stock 
is entitled to7 per cent dividends before any- 
thing can be paid on the common, and though 
the company is at present paying 5 per cent 
on the common the holders of the preferred 
drop it, evidently considering it uncertain 
whether the company will be able to pay 
what it has contracted to pay. It is not at 
all probable that the decline was en- 
gineered by speculators. They do not 
often attack such a security. II 
there were po good reason for the de- 
cline it would be difficult to borrow the 
stock, and therefore a sLort seller could be 
easily cornered. Investment holders were 
no doubt the sellers. It is said that a num- 
ber of the directors have sold on account of 
the quarrel at the meeting last week and the 
unfavorabic outlook. It is aaded grimly that 
“the directors had no common stock.“ If 
that is a fact it is a tine state of things. 
Neveftheiess it is well known that there are 
many railroad directors in this country who 
have little interest in che stock of the com- 
panies except a temporary speculative inter- 
est. It is claimed, too, that certain insurance 
companies and trustees of estates in New 
York have been selling the preferred stock. 
There must be some good reason for this. 
THe most unfavorable gossip about the 
St. Paul and other ieading Western roads 
has been afloat for weeks and even months 
past. A large proportion of the gossip may 
be dismissed as the talk of persons inter- 
ested in depressing the market, but false 
stories of that sort soon correct themselves 
and the prices of the securities rally. That 
has not been the fact as to the Western 
roads in the last eighteen months. The drift 
of prices has deen downward, and never dur- 
ing that time has there been less confidence 
than there is now. It is openly charged that 
some of these roads cannot pay their divi- 
dends except by the issue of new securities, 
and it is now rumored that the St. Paul Road 
is about to issue more preferred stock or 
bonds. The conclusion is inevitable that the 
stocks of those Western roads which 
have been so excessively extended 
are not inviting as investments. Most 
of the Western speculators were wise 
enough to get rid of their holdings iong 
ago. The investment class—owners of small 
lots, who do not keep a close watch of events 
—have been less fortunate, and there are 
many thousand shares of these stocks which 
at present prices show a heavy loss. Mean- 
while the demand for bonds of unquestioned 
quality is large. There never has been a bet- 
ter trade in them than this year. Investors 
seem determined to get as near as possible to 
a first lien. They may take the stock ofa 
local company which is under their own eyes 
where they can watch its operauons, but 
when it is a railroad investment they are 
making they feel that the surest form is none 
too sure for them. The public, under the 
admonition that has been constantly show- 
ered upon them in the last few years, are be- 
coming more and more discriminating. In 
Chicago many people are going out of rail- 
road investments and buying local securities. 
This city has some excellent stocks and 
bonds which yield a good percentage. In 
the last three or four weeks investors 
have shown that they appreciate this fact 
and have absorbed large quantities at ad- 
vancing prices. People who have been 
scorched m the Wall street furnace a few 
times are apt to realize that they may have 
overlooked some security at home that would 
have treated them better than the dynamite 
of the New York Stock Exchange. 


CULLERTON ON HIS COLLEAGUES. 

Ald. Cullerton was in a candid mood at the 
Council meeting Monday evening and told 
his colleagues and the public some plain and 
wholesome truths. In earnest language he 
reminded some of the Aldermen who repre- 
sent constituencies of the same character as 
his own that in opposing the ordinance rec- 
ommended by the Mayor to protect the 
schools, bospitals, and churches of the city 
from the encroachments of the groggeries 
they were betraying the ‘trust reposed in 
them, acting against the wishes of those who 
elected them, and publishing their slavish 
subserviency to Harry Kubens ana the low- 
est and most degraded of the saloon element. 
He challenged some of his colleagues by 


constituents and subserviency to the grog- 
shop attorney. He told how Rubens boasted 
of his control over the traitorous and recreant 
Aldermen. Not oneof them had the courage 
or manliness to reply to Cullerton’s terrific 
onslaught. Their silence was proof of the 
truth of Cullerton’s attack. He knew his 
men.

ditor N. T. Tribune—Si1r: The two men whose 
names I put together represent in the broadest 
possible way the whole of the Republican party, 
and the whole of Republican possibilities of 
success, Mr, Blaine’s latest letter having taken 
his name from the top of the list.

The unique opportunity to make a Repub- 
lican ticket sure of victory East and West by 
uniting two such names as Depew and Gresham 
might a thousand times justify any supposed 
sacrifice On the part of either of these first-class 
and high-placed men. Andif Judge Greshum be- 
comes Vice-President under circumstances such 
as actually exist, he rains thereby the best pos- 
sible hold upon the Presidency, especially if the 
Republican party will apply civil-service reform 
to these great places, and understand that a 
first-class man accepting the second place on the 
ticket would be expected to proceed in due 
course to the higher office.

First—It is Depew who will especially stand 
against Cleveland in carrying New York, the 
centre of the battle for the Republicans.

Third— While Gresham gets less to begin with 
for his sacrifice of a great post, he gets more in 
the end, and Depew can more readily accept four 
or eight years than he can a longer term. 

It will be readily seen that these suggestions 
imply that the broadest view of these great 
offices, the one that lifts them most above recur- 
ring turmoil, is that which calls a man like Judge 
Gresham to a Vice-Presidency of two terms, fol- 
lowed by a Presidency of two terms.

And there are reasons for reversing the order 
and making the ticket read, “Gresham and De- 
pew —it they are to be coupled together, which 
is exceedingly improbable. 

(1) Judge Gresham couid not accept the sec- 
ond place on the ticket without having to 
sacrifice his life office and retiring pension, 
and he is not rich enough to afford it, where- 
as Mr. Depew could accept the Vice-Pres- 
idency and hold the office without resigning 
the Presidency of the Vanderbilt roads. 
The Senate is only in session three months 
every other year, and with a holiday fortnight 
out. During the long session the Vice-President 
is in the habit of retiring after a few weeks and 
letting the Senate elect a pro-tem. Vice-Presi- 
dent. The duties of the office would interfere 
but slightly with Mr. Depew's railroad duties. 
The palace-car sleeper trains run at night be- 
tween New York and Washington in afew hours. 
He could therefore hold the public office without 
having to resign the private one with all its hon- 
ors, emoluments, powers, and pay. But if he was 
a candidate for the head of the ticket he would 
be compelled to resign his Presidency of the 
Vanderbilt roads, with its salary as large as that 
of the President of the United States, and, i 
defeated, he would be in as bad a plightas a 
ditched or wrecked train on his road. If he held 
on to it it would cost him the Electoral vote of 
every Granger State; and even if he resigned it 
his friends would have a desperate task before 
them to carry any State west of his own, as the 
Democrats would raise an awful howl from Port- 
landin Maine to Portland in Oregon againsta 
Wall street-Vanderbilt-public-be-d—d candidate 
for President, and, no matter how the Repub- 
lican leaders and press of the West might resist 
the cry and explain things and defend their man, 
it would be an up-hill fight. Taking all these 
things into view, surely Mr. Depew's judicious 
friends would not care to take such imminent 
risks, and would greatly prefer the sure thing of 
the Vice-Presidency to a defeated candidate for 
President, 

(2) Mr. Depew does not “represent what may 
be called senior Republicanism and Gresham 
junior Republicanism.” The facts are exactly 
the contrary. The Republican party in Illinois, 
Indiana, and all the other Western States was 
organized in 1854, and had won victories before 
the Whig party disbanded in New York. 
Gen. Gresham himself has been a straight Re- 
publican thirty-three and a half years, which 
cannot be said of Mr. Depew. | 

(3) Gresham could not, running as Vice-Presi- 
dent, carry either of the doubtful States of Indi- 
anu, Connecticut, or New Jersey for Depew; but 
at the head of the ticket himself he could sweep 
Indiana and Connecticut and all the States 
Blaine carried, which would elect them both; 
and with a little help from Depew as Vice he can 
place New York in the Repubhcan column. It 
will thus be seen that Index has placed the

The Weakness of Depew’s Candidacy.

REMARKABLE’ HISTORICAL PARALLEL. 


The Similarity of the Movements for Lin- 
coln and Gresham. 

Los Angeles Tribune: We, in an editorial 
a short time ago, on the movement to nom- 
inate Gresham for President, dwelt somewhat 
on the paraliels exhibited in his candidacy and 
that of Lincoln in 1 We found those par- 
allels mainly in the nativities of the two men,

came to them both in aiter years. Tue Cui- 
CAGO TRIBUNE has noticed that severai papers 
have mentioned much the same facts and 
circumstanves, and turned back to its files of 
1860 for proof of the simularity im the two 
booms. Its editor thinks he has found it ina 
letter of his own from Washington in that 
ear, which he has reproduced in a late num- 
of his paper, and which we print else- 
where in this paper. 

The article, with an introduction in the in- 
terest of Gresham, under the head “ Lincoln 
and Gresham,“ has great historical interest 
certainly; and it is not to be wondered at if 
the heated partisans of Llinois’ present 
candidate derive greater encouragement 
from the apparent similarity in the 
situations then and now. The move- 
ment for Gresham is not without a 
good deal of strength, ana it is possible 
that it will develop greater strength still.

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QUEER CASE AT JOLIET 


THE MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF 
CONVICT WILLIAM HELLER, 


as Suddenly Dropped Out of Sight, 
| Though the Prison Officials Have 
Hunted High and Bow for Him, There 
Is No Clew as to His Whereabouts—A 
Theory that He Has Committed Suicide 
by a Horrible Method—Joe Kingsley’s 
Terrible Fate. 

Jo.ret, III., June 5.—[Special.]—William 
Helier, alias Haller, alias Weiner, an “ habit- 
ual criminal,” sentenced from Chicago for 
twenty years in No- 
vember last, disap- 
peared from his piace 
in the “sick-room,” 
where he was being 
treated for a sore leg, 
at 3 o’clock last Thurs- 
day afternoon. Having 
received permission to 
go to the water-closet, 
he limped off through 
the door. Not return- 
ing inside of twenty

WILLIAM HELLER. hunt for the missing 
man. The messenger soon returned, saying 
that he could not find Helier, The Deputy 
Warden organized a hunting party com- 
posed of every available keeper and “guard 
about the prison. It was supposed that Hel- 
ler was in some hiding-place 
prison yard, where he would try and remain 
under cover until darkness came, whén 
he would attempt to scale the wall. 
But this man Helier seems to have found a 
hole, crawled into it, and then pulled said 
bole in after him. Warden McClaughry 
will gladly pay any one $100 for a photograph 
of the hole that Heller seems to have discov- 
ered. Everyinch of the prison has been 
hunted over, floors have been torn up, 
wails in the cellars, shops, and stables ex- 
amined, the guards have been kept on duty 
night and day, and yet there,is no trace of 
Heller. It is considered impossible that he 
could have passed through the gates, doubly 
guarded as they are, and, as there were no 
loads of garbage, boxes, or barrels haulea out 
of the gates that afternoon by the prison 
teams, it does not look as if he got through 
that way—and it is equally as difficult had he 
attempted to pass out with a y of prison 
visitors. : 

Helier is well known to the police of 
various large cities. He is an expert 
burglar, and in Chicago is known as a 
jewelry-store sneak-thief and second-story 
climber.” He served his first term from 
Chicago in 1885, receiving a three-year sen- 
tence on two charges of burglary. Upon his 
return to Chicago last summer he kept the 
police busy in their endeavors to arrest him. 
One morning the people in a Wabash-avenue 
residence arose to find that their house had 
been entered during the night and several 
hundred dollars’ worth of jewelry and money 
were missing. The only clew left behind 
was a large, heavy pair of shoes, which the 
thief had left in the basement. These shoes 
were examined by one of the Chicago de- 
tectives, who thought he knew the owner. 
He said he never saw but one criminal 
who wore such shaped shoes, but it could 
not be that the shoes belonged to the man he 
referred to, because he knew that that man 
was in the penitentiary serving three years 
under the name of Heller. A telegram was 
sent to Joliet to see if Heller was still there. 
Word came back that Heller had been rele 
under the Good-Time law a week pre 
ous, having gained a reduction of six months 
from his sentence by good conduct. An act- 
ive search was made by the Chicago police, 
but it was some time before they captured 
Heller. In the meantime his favorit manner 
of operating was putin practice on several 
places in Chicago. He would enter a crowa- 
ed jewelry store, ask to see some rings or 
watches, and when the articles were set be- 
fore him would snatch what he could get his 
hands upon, dash out of the door and up the 
first stairway, making his way to the roof of 
the building, having previously looked over 
the ground and knowing the easiest way 
to reach: the und and escape pursuit. 

It is thought by some that Helier has com- 
mitted suicide, and that to do it in the guick- 
est manner ssible, and at the same ume 
make his disappearance from the prison a 
most mysterious one, he chose as a means of 
death one of the prison tanks, an im- 
mense iron reservoir which rests in water, 
and when filled with gas is raised up, so that 
ifa man desired to t inside of it for the 
purpose of dying quickly ali he would have 
to do would be to drop down in the water by 


the side of the tank until he reached the 


bottom of the gas-holder, and then come up 
‘inside of the tank. Of course this would 
mean instant death. The only way to ex- 
amine the interior of the gas-tanks will be to 
let the gas escape, when the tanks will sink 
into the water. Then an opening can be 
made in the top. But if Heller’s body is in- 
side of one of the tanks it is liable to remain 
there for a long time to come, and his man- 
ner of disappearing still remain unsolved. 

Some years ago there was a similar case to 
this in the mysterious disappearance of one 
Joe Kingsley, a three-year man sent from St. 
Clair County. He was employed in the 
Warden house l the same place 
as that now held down by little Van Pelt. 
Joe Kingsley thought he had hit upon a brill- 
iant plan toescape. In the kitchen was a 
long wooden sink, with an iron top or basin, 
built along one side of the room, used for 
washing dishes. The lower part was board- 
ed up with matched siding, leaving a hollow 
interior five or six feet long by three feet 
wide. Kingsiey loosened the iron top to tnis 
sink, and one evening, just before the kitch- 
en convicts were to be sent to their cells for 
the night, he explained his scheme to a fel- 
low-convict ana asked his assistance. To- 
gether they raised up one end of the iron 
basin and propped it with a stick. Kingsley 
then crawled into the opening beneath and 
his assistant lowered the basin back 
into its proper place. The kitchen 
convicts were, a few minutes later, calied 
into line to march to their cells, when the 
keeper discovered that he was one man short. 
The prison officers were soon on the hunt for 
the missing man. Every nook and corner 
about the Warden’s house was searched 
without vying — * clew. The convicts be- 
longing to the kitchen gang were put through 
the sweat-box and pumped for information. 
None of them could tell what had become of 
Kingsley. The convict who had assisted 
Kingsley to get beneath the sink informed 
the officers that he had last seen Kingsley 
rts, Sorte the prison-yard some fifteen min- 
utes before the count was made. The yard 
was thoroughly searched, as were all of the 
buildings. It was thought that Kingsley had 
found a safe hiding-place in the yard, and 
would stay there until a dark night when the 
gvards were off duty, and then try to go over 
the wall. At ee rae the walls were lit up 
with a number of lanterns and guarded night 
and day for a week or more. 

Still Kingsley's mysterious disappearance 
was not accoun for. Aiter ten days the 
excitement died out. The authorities came 
to the conclusion that the man had really 
esca and was beyond recapture. About 
this time the people about the Warden House 
building began to complain of a bad smell in 
the lower rooms of the house. It was sup- 
posed to be from sewer-gas escaping from a 
defective sewer-trap, and a gang of men 
were put at work ripping up the floors and 
overhauling the sewers and pipes leading to 
the same. Finally the pipes leading to the 
sink in the kitchen were examined, and it 
became necessary to teur down the sink. 
Then the cause of the horrible stench that 
for some days had almost driven everybody 
from the house was explained. There lay 
the black and bloated form of Joe Kingsley 
dead, his body swelled to twice its natura 
size. Kingsley's partner then confessed his 
share in assisting in what he thought would 
be an easy means of escape. Kingsley ex- 
pected to remain hidden in the box until the 
coast was clear, and then kick out the parti- 
tion and make his exit under cover of night; 
but the air-tight box proved a death-trap, and 
before he could attract the attention of any 
one to his hiding-place he was suffocated by 
the foul air. *

Mr. Simmons furnished the flute ob- 
ligato. Dr. Mendser made his first appearance 
in Donizetti's Spirto Gentil” from “La Fa- 
vorita, which he sang delightfully in spite of a 
slight cold.

LIEUT. SCHWATKA ON LIFE IN THE 
FAR NORTH. 


Low Temperatures Around the Magnetic 
Pole— Ballooning in High Latitudes— 
Explorations Now on Foot—His Ideas 
About the North Pole—What Is It Good 
For if Found?—His Lecture on the 
Search for Sir John Franklin’s Party. 


Lieut. Frederick Schwatka of Arctic fame 
was in thecity yesterday. 

Wnat is new in the way of exploration 
into the region of eternal ice“ he was asked. 

„Several movements, which are important 
and are attracting considerable attention in 
the scientific worla, are on foot. Nausen, a 
Dane, for instance, is preparing to cross 
Greenland—a thing that has not yet been ac- 

complished. The journey is probably about 
400 miles. Nordenskjöld is contemplating an 
Aatarctic expedition for scientific purposes, 
and possibly commercial results may be ob- 
tained as well. The Antarctic Circle pretty 
well explored! O, no; with the exception of 
what Sir James Clark Ross and Commodore 
Wilkes, U. S. N., have told us we know little 
indeed of it. Explorers have penetrated to 
within 500 miles of the North Pole, but not 
nearer than 1,200 or 1,500 miles of the South 
Pole.“ 

What is the future of Arctic explora- 
tion!“ 

Future explorations will be purely expe- 
ditions of scientific research. One of the 
first and most important things to be done is 
the determining of the north magnetic pole. 
This is not identical with the pole proper, but 
is the point where the ordinary needle re- 
fuses to act and the dip needle stands per- 
pendicular. This pole has been approximate- 
ly located twice—in 1831 by Ross and in 1879. 
by me. Ross iocated it in Boothia, on Cape 
Adelaide, and was made Sir John for doing 
so. I found it roughly about twenty miles 
northwest of Cape Felix. In this age of 
electricity tne locating of this pole is a mat- 
ter of intense interest to the scientific world. 
The Russians lead all the nations in research 
into this subject—the desermination of mag- 
netic elements, their current, force, and 
depth. All Russia is dotted with stations, and 
after having spent one and one-half millions 
they propose to expend twice as much in 
Siberia.“ 

* How will the exploring of the future be 
done?” 

“By sledge and with the help of natives. 
This is the only true way. The sledge will 
go anywhere and the natives are easy to ob- 
tain and handle. It is not expensive, 
The sum of $30,000 ought to magnificently 
equip an expedition and carry it to the mag- 
netic pole and back. The expenditure of too 
much money among the natives is not wise. 
Of that sum $5,000 would be expended for in- 
struments. One alone, the yg gg ate cr 
for determini the magnetic pole, woul 
cost $3,000—and it is not much more than a 
metal bar suspended by a horsehair. The 
balloon, I believe, will never be used to reach 
the pole. A man might possibly, by waiting 
a fortunate combination of circumstances, 
sail overitand drop down, but even if he 
did I don’t see how he ever could 
get back. This ‘North Pole’ business is the 
sensational part—the circus part—of the 
whole thing. It would be of no particular 
value to get there, and getting there first is 
about all there is to it. 

What do you suppose there is at the pole 
—a wilderness of snow and ice, or open 
water!“ ares 

It 1s all conjecture at best. The sea to- 
wards the pole seems to be studded with an 
archipelago of smail islands and it might be 
open water or it might be lana at the 
pole. It certainly does not get colder 
the farther north we go. The man 
who wintered farthest north was Nares of 
the Alert. At ten miles north of Greely’s 
camp he found from 60° to 65° below. Sir 
Robert McClure near the: magnetic pole— 
much farther south—found 74°, the coldest 
temperature recorded for this continent. 
The coMest spot is probably around the 
a ae I myself found 71° below— 

mo camp twelve miles that day. 
Thereforej it is quite possible that at the 
pole itself there is open water.” 

“How cold is such a temperature as 
judged by results!“ 

At us pretty cold, but one gets used to it. 
There is a peculiar misunderstanding about 
such a low temperature in the scientific 
world.

Happen in a Minute? 

Cleveland Press: Well, well, don’t fret; 
Tu ve there in a minute.” 

But, my friend, a minute means a good 
deal, notwithstanding you affect to hold it of 
no consequence. Did you ever stop to think 
what may bappen inaminute? No. Weil, 
while you are murdering a minute for your- 
self and one for me, before you get ready to 
sit down to the business we have in hand, I 
will amuse you by telling you some things 
that will happen meantime. 

In a minute we shall be whirled around on 
the outside of the earth by its diurnal motion 
a distance of thirteen miles. At the same 
time we snail have gone along with the eart 
in its grand journey around the sun, 1.0 
miles. Pretty quick traveling, you say? 
Why, that is slow work compared with the 
rate of travel of that ray of light which just 
now reflected from that mirror made you 
wink. A minute ago that ray was 11,160,000 
miles away. 

In a minute, over all the world, about 
eightv new-born infants have each raised a 
wail of protest at the fates for thrusting ex- 
istence upon them, while as many more 
human beings, weary with the struggle of 
life, have opened their lips to utter their last 


sigh. 

in a minute the lowest sound your ear can 
catch has been made by 990 vibrations, while 
the highest tone reached you after making 
2,228,000 vibrations. 

In a minute an express train sa mile 
and a Cleveland street car 32 s; the fast- 
est trotting horse 147 9-13 rods, and an aver- 
age pedestrian of the genus homo has got 
over 16 rods. 

In each minute in the United States, night 
and day, ali the year round, twenty-four 
barreis of beer have to go down 12,096 throats, 
and 4,830 bushels of grain have come to bin.

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THE APPELLATE COURT. 


WHO SHALL BE THE SUCCESSOR TO 
JUDGE BAILEY? 


It Must Be Some One from Cook County— 
Judge Tuley Unwilling to <Accept— 
Some of the Other Judges Disinclined 
to Be Promoted—A Question Whether 
u Selection Can Be Made from Among 
the Superior Court Judges. 


The election of Joseph M. Bailey of Free- 
port to the bench of the Supreme Court of 
this State has created a vacancy in the Ap 
pellate Court of the. First District, Cook 
County. The remaining incumbents are 
Justices Moran and McAllister of Chicago, 
and their term of office will shortly expire. 
That they will be reappointed by the Su- 
preme Courtis generally admitted. In former 
years it was the practice of the Supreme 
Court to assign to the Appellate Court, in ac- 
cordance with the statute, one of the Circuit 
Judges outside of Cook County. The last one 
so assigned was Judge Bailey. His transfer 
to the higher plane of duty was not accepta- 
ble to the bar of his constituency, and his 
long absence therefrom was productive of 
much dissatisfaction on the part of litigants, 
who were not pleased with the occasional 
visits of Judges from the Circuit Courts of 
other districts. It is now generally agreed 
that the assignment to fill the vacancy o- 
casioned by the retirement of Judge Bailey 
will be made trom Cook County, which con- 
stitutes the First Appellate District. The 
majority of the bar were yesterday of the 
opinion that the choice would fall upon 
Judge Tuley, who has achieved an enviable 
reputation as an equity jurist. His leaning is 
to the chancery side of the bench, and it is 
no violation of confidence to say that he 
cares nothing about the common-law side. 
Four years ago he was asked if he would ac- 
cept ‘a position in the Appellate Court for the 
Second District. He refused, and a like re- 
quest to become a coadjutor of Judge Mc- 
Allister, a year later, was also declined: In 
an informal way Judges Collins and Horton 
have been asked if they would accept, and it 
is understood that both have declined. Three 
years ago the question of 8 one of 
the Superior Court Judges was discussed 
by the Court. The stat- 
ute rovides Jud of the 
Appel 
cuit Court. The Constitution deciares that 
the Superior and Circuit Courts of Chicago 
are of equai and concurrent jurisdiction, and 
the question arose whether a Superior Court 
Judge was notas eligible to the Appellate 
Bench as one from the Circuit Court. At the 
time it was discussed no conclusion was 
reached for the reason that the term of office 
of the Superior Judges was com tively 
near atan end and it was not known, or 
rather felt certain, that they,would be re- 
elected. Three new members of the Supreme 
Court—Judges Bailey, Baker, and Wilkin— 
will take their seats as soon as qualifi 
which will be about three weeks hence, an 
it is not known whether the old or the new 
court will make the assignment to the Ap- 
pellate Bench. 

The majority of the bar of this city is op- 
posed to the translation of Judge Tuley. They 
say he has made a most excellent record on 
the chancery side, having decided cases of 
National importance in such a clear and log- 
ical manner as to challenge the attention of 
the bench and bar of the country. Judges 
Horton and Collins have been mentioned 
also as possible successors to Judge Bailey, 
but it is understood they are un- 
willing to assume the responsibilities, 
for the reason that they have not been long 
enough upon the bench to review the de- 
cisions of their brother Judges. While the 
members of the bar admire their modesty

THE ARKANSAS SWAMP ANGELS. 


Where a Small Band of Desperadoes Lived 
and Ruled for Years. 

Arkansas Letter in the St. Louis Globe-Dem 
ocrat: Only a few years back, before the 
railroads venetrated the swamps of South- 
ern Arkansas to disturb them, desperadoes 
from all points sought refuge in the depths of 
these the most gloomy and inaccessible 
swamps of this country; and it was only a 
few years ago that the most notorious of this 
band of exile criminals first came here, and 
whose deeds of desperate daring were chron- 
icled the world over in the papers of the 
land. This was Tom Mitchell, who started 
in life asa farmer’s boy, and who by one 
bad deed to another soon found himself os- 
tracized from the haunts of man. His first 
trouble was when a mere boy of 17, when in 
a drunken brawl he attempted to kill a com- 
panion. He was arrested and tried, but 
through some legal technicality escaped the 
punishinent of the law. ä 

At that time, as it is now, the law of the 
State was to confiscate all small arms found 
on prisoners. This was done in Mitchell’s 
case, a pistol which he prized highly being 
taken from him by the Sheriff. This seemed 
to arouse all the then latent fierceness in the 
young man, and he determined to recover his 
revolver, at the cost of his life, if necessary. 
Going to his home he armed himself heavily 
— returned to the jail. He called the Sher- 

out. 

“Sheriff, I've come for my gun, and Pu 
just give you five minutes to get it hyer.“ 

The officer, seeing that trouble would en- 
sue if he did not comply, returned the 
weapon. Matters, however, did not rest here. 
The friends and relatives of the man whom 
Mitchell had attempted to kill felt bitter 
toward him, and used every means to draw 
him into quarrels, which Mitchell was not 
slow to accept, and the consequence was 
that at last he was waylaid by three of his 
enemies about dusk at a lonely part of the 
country road. Mitchell, ail unconscious of 
his danger, rode into the ambuscade laid for 
him. Ashot whistied past him. With a 
bound he reached a large cypress tree. An- 
other crack of a rifie and his left arm fell 
powerless to his side. Mitcheli caught a 
glimpse of one of the attacking party, at 
whom he fired three shots rapidly. The last 
shot killed his man. 

Anotner of the men exposed himself and 
two shots laid him law. Then seeing the 
other man was a stranger to him he called 
out: hes een if you will quit I will.” 
“Pll be d—d if I do,” was the reply. . 

With that he fired at Mitchell, who, step- 
ping from his place of concealment, raised 

is rifle and shot his antagonist through the 
heart. Now it was the boy of 17 becamea 
desperate man. Knowing that he could no 
longer live at his old home he determined to 
retreat into the swamps. Posse after posse 
was dispatched after him, but they tound it 
impossible to capture him. 

Mitcheli was prc 2 joined by two men 
who had been equally unsuccessful in re- 
straining their ungovernable temper. These 
were Campbell and Cummins. Tney banded 
themselves together and retreating into the 
depths of the swamps surrounding the Bt. 
Francis River swore that no man should ever 
live between the St. Francis and the Missis- 
sippi Rivers, and for a number of years they 
kept their oath, styling themselves the 
“Swamp Angels.“ 

About 100 yards from the depot at this 
place is their old fording- place, and upon a 
large white gum tree a cross was cut by an 
ax to designate the crossing. The most har- 
dy woodmen still refuse to penetrate into the 
depths of these forests of cypress, and the 
dark, swampy ground is seidom trod by hu- 
man feet. Itis still the home of the bear 
and pauther, tne wild turkey and deer. 

Some years have passed since the “Swamp 
Angels were monarchs of this gloomy 
waste. Mitchell was at last captured and 
died in prison. Campbell, who was consid- 
ered the most gentiemanly of the trio, is 
farming not many miles from the marked 
tree, and Cummins is a laborer. Both of the 
survivors are now leading a peaceable hfe, 
but rarely come to the settlements, and few 
who meet them would think they once were 
the famous Swamp Angels” who were the 
terror of the settlers of Southern Arkausas.

called out the following speech from Mr. 


Lawler: 

I want to say to the tleman right here 
and now that the ers of this country 
are paying millions of dollars for salaries of 
persons whose services we could get in the 
market at a much less rate, and save to the 
people of this country that large sum which 
we now expend. 

This bill, which he gracefully votes for 
proposes ip some instances the payment o 
thousands of dollars a year in the way of sal- 
aries to certain individuals, and yet the - 
tleman proposes to strike from this bill an 
item for the prt os Praag of three additional 
laborers at $2 per day. 

Mr. Chairman, I have refrained from tak- 
ing any active in the business during 
the present on up to this time, but I give 
notice that the agitation going on now in this 
country and all over it arises from the con- 
dition of the class legislation which is found 
in such bills as this. I repeat that it is a 


crime and a shame that gentlemen who draw 


from the taxpayers of this country $5,000 for 
salary each year will ask a man to live on 
$1.25 a day in —. like Washington, or any 
other city in the United States, as a laborer 
or employé of this Government. On general 

rinciples I believe that no laborer ought to 
a employed under $2 a day.

A NAPOLEON OF FINANCE. 


Interesting Sample Representatives of Our 
Consular System. 

The American Consul here is a man of 
strong Jewish type and accent, who has mar- 
ried the daughter of the local sausagemaker. 
Our Government gives him $1,500 annually to 
look after what shipwrecked American sea- 
men may turn up here, and the official wants 
more, for, as he says, Coal is $3 a ton, and 
I have to keep a fire burning all 
the time to keep the archives warm.“ 
One of our Consuls for a long time 
was the most famous inhabitant of 
the islands. Capt. 8 or Old Smiley,“ 
was known trom the Piate to Terra del 
Fuego. His ways and adventures were 
most extraordinary, most extraordinary, 

by gad, sir,“ as one of our genial English 
hosts here expresses it. We first heard of 
him as the champion eater.“ Au old store 
keeper said that he had seen Capt. Smiley sit 
in his store telling stories and eating peaches 
till, unaided, he had gotten away with a bar- 
rel. The old 2 evidently had a keen eye to 
business. rsuaded a number of persons 
here to * about $12,000 and with it he 
chartered and loaded a a little brig for Pata- 
gonia. The Captain putin some money, but 
most of the rest represented the savings 
of small colonists. With his brig he sailed 
for Patagonia, promising to bring back thou- 
sands toeach investor. Heranover to Ma- 
gellan Straits, ran his brig on a mud bank 
in a quiet spot, had her condemned, and 
when sold bought her and her cargo for a 
song; then he “hauied her off” 
went on to his destination, where he sold 
cargo and vessel fora large sum. When he 
turned up at Stanley some months after and 
descri the wreck cf his brig and his nar- 
row escape from death be met much sympa- 
thy, but when his fellow investors found who 
had bought in the wreck we were without a 
Consul at the Falklands for some time, and 
Montevideo and the Plate rejoiced in the 
presence of this Napoleon of finance. 
He was considered a good navigator, 
having on one occasion brought an old bark 
down from the River Plate to Stanley with- 
out sextant or chronometer on board. When 
asked how he navigated her, he replied 
that he used a bucket; when he thought he 
ought to be near Stan mes tye he put a bucket 
over the side and tas the water and 
knew where he was.” Nothing that “Old 
Smiley ” assured his friends at Stanley he 
had done or seen was refused credit. Many 
of them are ready to swear that the 
Captain, when wrecked on the wrong side of 
Falkland Sound, actually did cut off a piece 
of tussac bog and on it sail across eight miles 
of salt water. His personal habits- were pe- 
culiar; it is said in Stanley that while he had 
rounded the Horn summer and winter many 
atime, the friend who gave him his first bath 
also gave him a pair of stockings, and after- 
ward feelingly said that the day Old Smiley 
was buried was the only time he ever had on 
a pair of stockings.— Falkland Islands Letter.

About eight or nine months ago two young 
women came up to Johnsville, Plumas County, 
from San Francisco with a horse and buck board, 
cooked and camped out along the road, They 
opened a restaurant in the above-named place, 
had plenty of money, and did a good business. 
They soid out their restaurant two months ago, 
went out prospecting, discovered a ledge, and 
worked upon it as m ners with pick ana shovel, 
but how much it paid we do not know. They 
purchased a rifle and went hunting on snow- 
shoes the last winter, would tackle bears and kill 
deer for winter sport.

To 
remove the tax from Spanish: and African ores 
would help the Pennsylvania iron manufacturer 
in his struggle with his Southern competitors 
much more than any cutting of wages that are 
already low enough: but this would be rank sac- 
rilege in the estimation of the priests of the Pro- 
tection Moloch.— Philadelphia Xecord,

Judge Gresham Makes a Ruling Involving 
the *“Jenney” System. 

InpranapPouis, Ind., June 5.—([Special.}— 
The Brush Electric-Light Company's suit 
against Owen Pixley & Co. of Indianapols, 
which involvés the entire arc system of 
electric-light:ng, was dismissed by Judge 
Gresham today for want of equity. Although 
Owen Pixley & Co. are the nominal defend- 
ants, the real defendants are the Jenney Elec- 
tric-Light Company of Fort Wayne, who put 
in the plant in controversy, and all others 
who use the arc system.

The decision was acauiesced in, and the in- 
vention which was there described, claimed, 
and rejected is now claimed in the patent 
sued on. The. rejected invention was dedi- 
cated to the public by acquiescence in the 
ruling of the examiner, and cannot be claimed 
in a subsequent patent inst others who 
meantime entered the field and used the re- 
jected invention. | 

2. Ihe patent in suit is limited to solonoids 
and cares mechanically opposed, and it does 
not include the common or electro-magnet,

Cutting 
were introduced a little later, and then the 
board went into session. The men all vied 
with each other in their endeavors to be 
courteous and attentive. Mrs. Carse was 
naturally inquisitive. She wanted to master 
all the details of the business as rapidly as 
possible; so she asked. questions, and every 
time she asked one the men all smiled their 
prettiest and made haste toanswer. The 
reporters, the — judges of the contest, 
decided that Mr. ter took the lead in the 
smiling, with Dr. Champlin a good second. 
Mr. Lane was handicapped by having a 
d deal of writing todo, but he did the 
st he could under the circumstances. And 
Mrs. Carse smiled back on all; and alto- 
gether it was just the nicest little téte-a-téte 
meeting that could be imagined. The men 
were loath to adjourn, and did not until 
there was absolutely nothing more to do. 
When they did Mr. Raster captured Mrs. 
Carse again, and smiled and laughed and 
chatted with her for five or ten minutes. 

Altogether the first meeting of the School 
Board with a woman on it was a grand suc- 
cess. All surrendered willingly and grace- 
fully to woman’s influence.

ACCUSED OF TAKING HUMAN LIFE. 


Trial of Henry W. Thorman—The Barrett 
Case—Kinsley Pleads Gullty.

@ pretty young woman, stylishly dressed. 
During the session of court she manifested 
more interest in the case than did the pris- 
oner. When he was taken back to jail she 
gave him an affectionate kiss. A special 
venire was ordered, returnabie this morning, 
and the taking of testimony will begin today.

GRESHAM MEN IN KANSAS. 


THE VIEWS OF THE FOUR DELE- 
GATES- AT-LARGE. 


Ex-Gov. Osborne Says the Delegation from 
That State Will Follow the Lead of 
New Tork —Col. J. R. Hallowell, Judge 
J. C. Strong, and Albert Griffin Strongly 
Favorable to the Candidacy of the 
Jadge. 


Topeka, Kas., June 5.—[Special.]—Ex-Gov. 
Thomas A. Osborne of Topeka, who has been 
generally mentioned as the probable Chair- 
man of the Kansas delegation, gives his 
views as follows: Our delegation was for 
Blame, but now that his name will not be 
presented to the convention I am sure our 
united vote will be cast for the man whose 
election seems most easy of accomplishment. 
As to personal preferences, any of the prom- 
inent candidates would command my earnest 
support, but the convention which elected 
me expected that 1 would subordinate my 
personal wishes to the general good, and I 
will not disappoint that expectation. If 
the New York delegation should unite in the 
presentation of a candidate whom I regarded 
as possessing superior strength, and with 
proper assurances of success in that State, 
the Republican sentiment in Kansas would 
demand that our delegation should assist in 
bringing about that nomination. I am fully 
assured of this feeling of deference to New 
York among the peopie of Kansas. We can 
carry Kansas safely enough for any of the 
candidates nominatea by over 50,000 ma 
jority. The Chicago nominees, therefore, 
must be strong in the doubtful States. 
I have observed the favorabie reception of 
Gresham’s name by some of the Kansas del- 
egates, also of Sherman’s, Harrison’s, and 
Alger’s, and ali seem to entertain a friend- 
ship for Allison. o is our neighbor and we 
like him. But when the time for action 
comes I predict our vote will be solid, and 
that it will be cast for the candidate urged 
by New York and other doubtful States. Of 
course it must be understood in this connec- 
tion that our delegates-at-large are expected 
to vote for Mr. Ingalls on the opening ballot. 
How long they will continue to so vote will 
depend entirely upon the developments in 
the convention.”’ 

Col. J. R. Hallowell of Wichita sums up 
the situation as follows: “Ihave been an 
earnest Blaine man ever since his s h in 
the House of Representatives, regard 
him today as one of the greatest, if not the 
pyre of living American citizens, and if 

had the power I would make him President; 
but Ihave always entertained some misgiv- 
ings as to his being the most available candi- 
date for President. His recent letter has 
taken him outof the Presidential race and 
leaves the delegates composing the Chicago 
Convention free to act. Notwithstanding 
this, I think that the strong Republican 
States shouid be governed entirely by the 
desires of New York, Indiana, New Jersey, 
and Connecticut, and particularly New 
York, as I believe its Electoral vote is of the 
greatest consequence, yet we could elect 
without it; but I base my opinion as to the 
importance of New York upon the fact that 
New Jersey and Connecticut usually cast 
their votes the same as New York State. 
My judgmentis, at this time, that Judge 
Gresham is the most available man men- 
uoned. I find, on talking with 
our people in different portions of 
the State, that at least eight 
out of ten are favorable to Judge Gresham 
and think he is our strongest man. 1 am 
confident of successin the coming contest, 
and I believe that the Chicago nveption 
will be composed of men who will calmly and 
deliberately figure absolute victory out of 
the situation. Gen. Harrison is a strong 
man, a good soldier, a statesman, a fine law- 
yer, and — from Indiana myself I natur- 
ally feel kind 44 him, but he has no 
strength in New York. Senator Sherman, 
with all his distinguished services to his 
country and his party, has been’ too closely 
identified with certain measures to make a 
success of the race. Mr. Depew of New 
York, on account of his connection with cor- 

rations, will be extremely weak in the 
West, but he would undoubtedly grow 
stronger as the campaign progressed, and 
his great popularity with the labor- 
ing classes at home has been 
demonstrated. If Senator Ingalls hauled 
from any other State than Kansas, with her 
reliable 50,000 majority for the nominee, he 
would be a strong candidate in my judg- 
ment. He will receive the vote of the Kau- 
sas delegation in the early balloting, but I 
believe a ticket composed of Judge Gresham 
and Levi P. Morton of New York will be 
nominated and elected.“ 

Judge J. C. Strong of Larned expresses 
the following opinion: Blaine's letter is 
just what I expected from him, though I did 
not look for it until the convennon at 
Chicago met. I have all along attributed 
perfect good faith to Blaine in connection 
with his Florence letter, and therefore 
thought he wouid not let his name go before 
the convention. While I did not look for 
anything from Blaine until the Chicago Con- 
vention met, I think there are wisdom and 
fairness in giving his letter to the public in 
advance of the convention. It will clear the 
political atmosphere and allow the situation 
to adjust itself to its natural channels. 
think Walter Q. Gresham will be the nomi- 
nee of the convention. Gresham has been 
my personal choice from the beginning 
of the agitation over the Republican 
nomination. I believe Gresham to 
be the best man named. He is able and 
clean. I believe he can poll a larger vote 
than any other possibility before the conven- 
uon. e is particularily popular with the 
common people—the mass of the voters— 
who must in the end make the President. If 
there was any doubt about his fitness for the 
place, the fact that the common people are 
for him would go a great way towards 
satisfying me of his fitness, as the instinct 
of the masses of the voters is gener- 
ally right in such matters. The laboring 
element of the country is for Gresham, 
which is another ne reason why he 
should be nominated. In short, I thing 
Gresham possesses more elements 
strength than any other man named, and 1 
am hurrahing for Gresham.” 

Albert Griffin, the other delegate-at-large 
from this State, who was elec as the rep- 
resentative of the anti-saloon wing of the 
Republican party, isin New York City at- 
tending to his duties as a member of the 
Anti-Saloon Committee created in Chica- 
go some time ago. He has not indi- 
cated his views in detail, but in cor- 
respondence with his associates in 
the Kansas delegation has expressed his 
desire to act in harmony with the State dele- 
gation and to abide by the apparent wishes 
of the Republican party. It is known that 
Gresham is entirely acceptable to him and 
that he may be relied upon to be in line with 
the Kansas sentiment as it may be determined 
in the preliminary — of the State dele- 
gation when it assembles in Chicago.
